STATEMENT. SWEDEN NOTED ITS RADIOCOMMUNICATION SERVICES 
HAD SUFFERED VERY HARMFUL INTERFERENCE FROM PULSE 
TRANSMISSIONS AND FULLY ENDORSED STATEMENT. FRG STATED 
INTERFERENCE HAD SERIOUSLY AFFECTED MANY RADIOCOMMUNI- 
CATION SERVICES OVER PAST ONE AND ONE-HALF YEARS, 

ESPECIALLY AERONAUTICAL MOBILE (R) SERVICE, THEREFORE
